Ever since Mr Hennessy succeeded in 
staving off consideration of the com- 
plaints of the Colonists for several 
months, we have ‘ceased to expect a 
favourable. reply from the Secretary of 
State for the Coloniés, ‘The, answer, 
therefore, vonchiafed at thid late date to 
the residents of Hongkong by Sir 
Michael Hicks-Beach, in reference to 
the Resolutions passed at the public 
meeting held on 7th October last, is just 
what might have been expected. What 
His Excellency-did in this matter—viz., 
obtained a postponement of the action 
at home—ununistakeably led not only to. 
a shelving of the real questions at issue, 
but to an-apparent consideration to a 
specific portion merely of the grievances 
complained of. An open and free criti- 
cism of the causes which had brought 
about the insecurity of the Colony has 
thus been “ burked "—we use the term 
in a Pickwiokian sense, of course—and 
the matter has been disposed of on a 
side issue, The residents of Hongkong 
are metaphorically patted on the back, 
huskied, aa it were, into. reassuring con- 
fidence: by the information that :they 
certainly had causé for alarm, but that a 
Comutigsion-is not necessary, ard. that 
the Local*Government would look after 
the interests of its poor terrified subjects, 
Now, the Commission, it may be remem- 
bered, was’ not asked for exactly on 
account of the alarmed state of the Colo- 
nists ; in fact, the residents of Hongkong 
are not generally made of. that sort of 
stuff which- breeds fear, - The Commia- 
sion was asked for “ to inquire into the 
present administration of the Govern- 
ment, especially as regards the applica-- 
tion of the criminal laws, the carrying. 
out of the sentences of the courts, and 
the relations existing between the head 
of the Government and the other officials 
in every department.” As a matter of 
fact, this question, so far as the reply to 
the meeting is concerned, has been 


* | sbelved ; and, especially at this late] 


date, thers is probably good reason 
why the Colonial Secretary of State doos 
not enter upon so tough a subject in a 
public despatch, That the action of the 
community has, at the same time, had 
its own unwritten and perhaps ‘unox- 
preased eftect,'we have not the slightest 
doubt. No unanimous representation 
sach as that referred to could. emanate 
from any Dependency of Her Majesty 
without exercising some influence upon 
those concerned, of a-.more or leas 
wholesome kind. . We are not, therefote, 
very much surprised, or even indignant 
at the result of the public movement of 
October last. Tho matters then brought

By the arrlvyal of the Arab at Madeira

So strong has been 
the effect on the native mind of our precl- 
pitate retirement from Ulundi, “that Sir 
Garnet Wolscley has been, forced to reorn- 
sider hig determination, and will return 
with a column.of.troops to that place, 
where he will receive some of the native 
chiefs, Lord Chelmsford has arrived, and 
has received an enthusfastic ovation at 
Dorban aud Maritzburg. 

A Renter's telegram saya :—‘' Six Garnet 
Wolseley and Lord Chelmsford met on July 
16 at St. Paul’s, Ais lordship arrived on’ 
July 20 at Durban, where he was well re- 
ceived. The mayor of the town presented 
him with an address. Several Zulu chiefa 
offered their submission to Sir Garnet 
Wolseley at St. Paul’s. The- General is 
stated to have told them not to regard Cete-

THE RETURN OF THE BRITISH 
MISSION .FROM MANDALAY. ~ 
(Rangoon Gazette, Aug. 26.) 

The return of Colonel Horace Browne 
from Mandalay may be expected before 
long, and the rumours therefore that have 
been current of late regarding this avent 
are not without foundation ; but it is not 
known with any.certainty when Colonel 
Browne will leave Mandalay, though we 
believe he is at liberty to consult bis own 
convenience in the matter. Mr St. Barbe, 
the Political Agent of Bhamo, was to have 
come down to. Rangoon to get. medical 
advice ; but if he has not yet started it is 
highly probable that _be will remain at 
Mandalay for the present, in charge of the 
Residency, assisted by Mr Phayre. It is 
‘much to be regretted that when Colonel 
Horace Browne leaves the whole Residency 
establishment cannot accompany him, 
shaking the dust off their shoos as they 
leave the wretched intriguing place, to 
return to it no more until they can do 60 
as conquerors. We have sent up Colonel 
Horace Browne to Mandalay to try his 
persuasive powers on the Burmese Govern- 
ment soas to get matters between them 
and ourselves on a satisfactory footing, 
but ‘to little or no purpose. Such o! 
the old ministers of the late King as have 
‘been retained in office intimate, we believe, 
their willingness to meet our wishes; but,

THE ZULU WAR. =: 
DESPATCH FROM SIR GARNET WOLSELEY, 
_.. Sunrenper or Native Cuykrs. —_ 
Nows has beon received from the Cape, 
by way of Madeira, to July 15th. The fol- 
lowing despatch from Sir Garnot Wolseley 
haa been received at the War Office:— 


Port Duryrorp (via Madeira).—General 
Creaslock made reconnaissance seventy 
miles, July 6, with mounted force. Burned 
military kraals, Undini, six; fifty huts. 
Heavy gains. Supplies for a month for 
both divisions pushed on from base to Fort 
Darnford, sea and land ; landing uncertain, 
off and on. I arrived Port Durnford July 
7; sent messnges to principal chicfs to 
meet me Empangeni kraal.

Stopped marines Simon’s 
Bay; considering whether to send thom 
back to England.

Some 
ene aee being disbanded, not now 
required, E7ypt, with 117 men, 800 horses, 
Lancers, and artillery sent .back to Cape 
without disembarking. Cetewayo retired 
Ngome Forest ; wants confirming.

Chelmsford has had sixty hours’ cold rain.
